JSjg“As the press liascommentod very freely 
upon, and some desire has been manifested to 
see, Breckinridge’s letter resigning his seat 
in the United States Senate, we republish the 
document entire, as it appears in a stray num- 
ber of the Bowling-Grecn-Louisvillo Courier 
handed us by a friend. Mr. Breckinridge in 
effect has renounced his citizenship in Ken- 
tucky, and his advice and argument for the 
active support of the southern cause, strong 
as they may be, must be taken with due al- 
lowance on account of their emanation from 
the “land of cotton.” Wo are not, however, 
disappointed in him. There was much due 
to his position and antecedents which he has 
perhaps rightfully, or at least chivalrously, 
followed up — and yet many old friends at 
homo who have heretofore followed him 
through all the phases of his fortune may, 
without imputation, decline to take this last 
step of war upon the State and Federal Gov- 
ernments. But commentis unnecessary. He 
has resigned a scat in tho Senate, which in 
all probability ho would not have been per- 
mitted to keep, and the Legislature, when it 
meets at the close of this month, will havo an 
opportunity of selecting a successor, whose 
views of public policy will accord with their 
own and that of a supposed majority in the 
State, and there will be no appearance of ir- 
regularity in the step. The resignation in 
form is before them, and at such a time as to 
take the appointment of a Senator out of the 
hands of the Governor. 



Why He waB Removed. 

The following items show how much an in- 
efficient General can injure a cause and disap- 
point a public expectation. Thurlow Weed, 
in the Albany Journal, thus sums up Fre- 
mont's case : 

When Gen. Fremont reached St. Louis he 
took as his headquarters a house for which 
the government is paying iff), 000 a year. 

He surrounded himself with a numerous 
staff, none of whom were residents of Missouri; 
organizing simultaneously, a body guard con- 
sisting of nearly three hundred horsemen, 
through which access to the Chief is as diffi- 
cult as the approach to a Monarch in the dark- 
est ages of despotism. 

He has appointed and commissioned, with- 
out the shadow of authority, more than fifty 
officers, with the rank of Colonel, Lt.-Coloncl, 
Majors, Captains, Ac., &c. Col. Andrews, 
tho United States Paymaster, was required 
to pay these officers, and upon his refusal to do 
so, was threatened with imprisonment. He 
was also directed to make an illegal transfer of 
§100.000. 

The officers belonging to Gen. Fremont’s 
staff are interested in army contracts. Capt. 
Haskall, an Aid, is a partner of Col. Degraf 
in mule, hay, and other contracts. 

Capt. Turnlv, a United States Commissary, 
was ordered to receive and pay exorbitant 
prices for inferior mules, from Capt. Haskall, 
and upon protesting against this wrong, was 
ordered away from the post by Gen. Fremont. 

Capt. E. M. Davis, of Gen. Fremont's staff, 
received a contract for blankets, which, on 
delivery, proved rotton and worthless, and 
though condemed, were paid for and sent to 
the Hospitals. 

Tho muskets purchased by Gen. Fremont, 
in France, are worthless. 

After Gen. Meigs limited the price to be 
paid for oats at 30 cents, corn 20, und hay at 
$17 50, a contract was made with Baird and 
Palmer, (Palmer, Cook & Co., of California 
notoriety ) at 33 cents for oats, 30 for corn, and 
$19 for hay, amounting in the aggregate to 

§100,000. 

Gen. Fremont, on his arrival at St. Louis, 
was met by the aid of Gen. Lyon, accompan- 
ied by Major Phelps, M. C., asking for rein- 
forcements, which were not sent. 

The indebtedness of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, for Gen. Fremont's command, 
is over four millions and a half! 



8@“Thc Hnrrodsburg Press copies an article 
from the Yeoman in which it discovers the foul- 
est treason — and upon that ground urges the 
suppression of the paper, and the removal of its 
publishers forthwith from the office of public 
printers. Considering the animus of this at- 
tack wo feel indignant, of course, and deny 
tho charge of treason from any quarter — but 
tho facts of this case make the charge deci- 
dedly laughable. We regret, very much, 
though truth compels us to admit, that the ar- 
ticle copied front our paper and commented 
on by the Press, was published originally in 
tho Cincinnati Cazette, and clipped from 
that paper into our columns as a news item ! 
Will the Hnrrodsburg patriot suppress tho 
Gazette for its treasonable productions? 

This amusing incident, the truth of which 
we vouch for, conveys an excellent illustra- 
tion of the uses of the breed of spies and in- 
formers which attend revolutions as flies do a 
dead carcass. Ours is one of the very few pa- 
pers left in tho Union which does not support 
the system of war measures inaugurated by 
the Administration, and we suppose that the 
Hnrrodsburg editor — tho true type of little 
fussy busy patriots — looked at it with horror, 
expecting to find treason in every line, and 
after diligent search picked upon an un- 
credited item from the Gazette as furnishing 
sufficient proof of crime to send us to Fort 
Lafayette, lock up our printing establish- 
ment, and break us of office. Yet this 
very sagacious and loyal individual never 
dreamed, wo suppose, of questioning the 
patriotism of the real author of the article 
which was to provcour death warrant. Truly 
liberty of speech, liberty of conscience, and 
liberty of the press, which our Virginia an- 
cestors labored so hard to have incorporated 
in the Constitution, moan one thing for the 
Cincinnati and New York dailies from which 
wo borrow very largely in all our criticisms 
upon Government affairs, and another thing 
for a Democratic press in Kentucky. We 
advise our Harrodsburg friend to look sharp 
to the authorship before making another at- 
tack on our columns, ns we assure him we do 
little now in the editorial way except to scis- 
sor from good Administration papers.

Federal Victory at Woodbury. 

The Louisville Democrat of Sunday gives 
the particulars of a very successful expedition 
of Col. Burbridge, with a portion of Colonel 
Jackson’s command, from Owensboro, against 
some of Buckner's forces at Woodbury.

Burbridge took tho place, and also de- 
feated the Southerners, numbering about 500, 
at their camp near the town, taking their 
equipago and camp utensils, and killing and 
wounding a considerable number of them. 
He himself had only one) man wounded. Col. 
McHenry, with some 200 men, likewise de- 
feated the Confeds at Morgantown, in Butler 
county, taking five or six prisoners, and losing 
only one man on his side. Col. Burbridgo

Can’t be Bribed. — George D. Prentice 
has proved himself an incorruptible patriot. 
Among the many schemes for carrying Ken- 
tucky out of the Union was a persevering at- 
tempt to buy Prentice, or, failing that, to buy his 
paper. He was approached with the modest 
offer of $25,000, which wasof course promptly 
declined. The anxious buyers, thinking per- 
haps their bid had been below Prentice's esti- 
mate of his honor, increased their offer, and 
through an old political friend, since quarter- 
ed at Fort Lafayette, he was informed that fifty 
thousand dollars was in a Louisville bank, 
subject to the draft of Geo.

The Walled Lake.-TIio wonderfyl Wall- 
ed Lake is situated in tho central part of 
W right county. Iowa. The shape of the lake 
is oval. It is about two miles in length, and 
one mile wide in the widest part, comprising 
an area of some 2,000 acres. The wall in- 
closing this lake is over six miles in length, 
and is built or composed of stones varying in 
size from boulders of two tons weight down 
to small pebbles, and is intermixed with earth. 
The top of the wall is uniform in height 
above the water in nil parts, which makes its 
height to vary on the land side according to 
the unevenness of the country, from two to 
twelve feet in height. In the highest part 
the wall measures from ten to twelve feet 
thick at the base, and from four to six at the 
top, inclining each way — outward and in- 
ward. There is no outlet, but the lake fre- 
quently rises and flows over the top of the 
wall. The lake at the deepest part is about 
ten feet in depth, and abounds with large and 
fine fish, such as pike, pickerel, bass, perch, 
&e. The water is as clear as crystal, and 
there is no bubbling or agitation to indicate 
any large springs or feeders. Wild fowl of 
all kinds are plenty upon ^ts bosom. At the 
north end are two small groves about ten 
acres each, no other timber being near. It 
has the appearance of having been walled up 
bj- human hands, and looks like a huge 
fortress, yet there are no rocks in that vicini- 
ty for miles around. Thero are no visible 
signs of the lake being the result of volcanic 
action, the bed being perfectly smooth, and 
the border of regular form. The lake is about 
seventeen miles from Boon river on the west, 
eight miles from Iowa on the east, and about 
one hundred and twenty miles from Cedar 
Rapids. It is one of the greatest wonders of 
the West, and has already been visited by- 
hundreds of curiosity seeker?

A special Cabinet council was convened on 
Friday morning at nine o’clock to take the 
subject into consideration. It was decided 
that Gen Scott s request, under tho circum- 
stances of his advanced age and infirmities, 
could not be denied. Gen. McClellan was, 
therefore, with the unanimous agreement of 
the Cabinet, notified that the command of the 
army would devolve upon him. 

At four o’clock in the afternoon tho Cabinet 
again waited on the President, and attended 
him to the residence of Gen. Scott. On being 
seated, the President read to the General the 
following order : 

On the 1st of November, 1861, upon his 
application to the President of the United 
State, Brevet Lieutenant General W infield 
Scott is ordered to be placed, and is hereby 
placed, upon the list of retired officers of the 
army of the United States, without reduction 
in his pay, subsistence, or allowances. The 
American people will leSrn with regret and 
deep sadness that Gen. Scott has withdrawn 
from the active control of the army; while the 
President and the American Cabinet express 
their own and the nation's sympathy in his 
personal afllictions, and their profound sense 
of the important public services rendered by 
him to his country during his long and 
brilliant career, among which bo ever distin- 
guished his faithful devotion to the Constitu- 
tion, the Union, and the flag, when assailed 
by a parricidal rebellion. 

(Signed,) A. LINCOLN.” 

General Scott thereupon arose and address- 
ed the President and Cabinet, who had only 
risen, as follows :

General, You will natually feel solicitude !

service. I have taken that subject into con- 
sideration. I understand that they go with 
you to New York. I shall desire them at 
their earliest convenience after their return, 
to make their wishes known to me. I de- 1 
sire you, however, to ho satisfied that, except 
thu unavoidable privation of your counsel 
and society, which they so long enjoyed, 
the provision which will be made for them 
will be such as to render their situation as 
agreeable hereafter as it has been hereto- 
fore. 

Each member of the Cabinet then gave his 
band to the veteran and retired in profound 
silence.

General: It is my duty to lay before the 
President your letter of yesterday asking to 
bo relieved under the recent act of Congress. 
In separating from you I cannot refrain 
from expressing my deep regret that your 
health, shattered by long service and repeated 
wounds received in your country's defense, 
should render it necessary for you to retire 
from your high position at this momentous 
period of our history. Although you are not 
to remain in active service, 1 yet hope that 
while I continue in charge of this depart- 
ment over which I now preside, I shall, at all 
times, ho permitted to avail myself oj' the 
benefits of your counsels and sage experience. 
It has been my good fortune to enjoy a per- 
sonal acquaintance with you for over thirty 
years, and tho pleasant relations of that long 
time have been greatly strengthened by 
your cordial and entire co-operatian in nil the 
great questions which have occupied tho de- 
partment and convulsed the country for the 
last six months. 

“In parting from you,. I can only hope that 
a merciful Providence, which has protected 
you amidst so many trials, will improve your 
health, and continue your lifo long after the 
people of this country shall have been re- 
stored to their former happiness and prosper- 
ity.

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TO THE PEOPLE OF KENTUCKY. 

By your representatives in the last Legis- 
lature you conferred on me tho commission 
of Senator in tho Congress of the United 
States. In March last, when my term of ser- 
vice began, the Union had boon dissolved by 
the- withdrawal of seven States, which the 
policy’ of coercion has since increased to 
twelve States. At that time a majority of 
the people of Kentucky still cherished, the 
hope of a peaceful reunion. Soon afterwards, 
when the Government at "Washington com- 
menced that series of usurpations which has 
now left nothing of the Federal Constitution, 
and resolved on a war of subjugation against 
the withdrawing States to secure union and 
brotherhood, you determined to take no part 
in the war, but to protect your liberties by a 
position of armed neutrality. This decision 
was expressed by a large majority of the 
people at tho election in May. 

I had opposed this policy before the elec- 
tion, but afterwards, in common with the 
great mass of those with whom I had acted, 

1 acquiesced in y’our expressed will and have 
maintained it as the fixed attitude of Ken- 
tucky. In obedience as I supposed to your 
wishes, I proceeded to Washington, and at 
the special session of Congress in July spoke 
and voted against the whole war policy of the ] 
President and Congress; demanding in addi- j 
tion for Kentucky the right to refuse not men 
only but money also to the war, for I would 
have blushed to meet you with the confession ] 
that 1 had purchased for you exemption from 
the perils of the battle-field, and the shame 
of waging war against your Southern brethren 
by hiring others to do the work you shrank 
from performing. During that memorable | 
session, a very small body of Senators and 
representatives, even beneath the shadow of | 
a military despotism, resisted the usurpations [ 
of tho Executive and Congress — with what 
degree of dignity and firmness they will ; 
willingly submit to tho judgement of the ! 
world. 

Their efforts were unavailing — yet they ] 
may prove valuable hereafter as another ! 
added to former examples of manly protest | 
iigaint the progress of tyranny. 

On my return to Kentucky at the close of j 
the late special session of Congress, it was my j 
purposb immediately to resign the office of] 
Senator The verbal and written remon- 
strances of many friends in different parts of 
the State induced me to postpone the execu- 
tion of mv purpose, but the time has arrived j 
to carry it into effect ; accordingly I now ; 
and hereby return the trust into your 
hands. 

And in this connection, since the Govern- 
ment at Washington has thrown a drag-net 
over tho whole surface of society to collect i 
proof against individuals of connection with J 
the Government of the Confederate States, 
and since a portion of the Northern press 
has charged, that certain private corregpon- j 
dencc recently seized at Philadelphia by the | 
Federal authorities will convict me of politi- 
cal crimes, I deem it due to you and to my- 
self to declare that I have not done or said 
anything inconsistent with the relations 1 
have borne to the State, and to the Federal 
Government, or which could inflict a stain 
upon the commission which I now surren- 
der. 

1 do not resign because I think I have mis- 
represented you. On tho contrary, I believe 
that my votes and speeches in the Senate have 
expressed your deliberate will as uttered 
through the hallot'-box. I resign because I 
there is no place left where a Southern Sena- 
tor may sit in council with the Senators of the 
North. In truth there is no longer a Senate 
of the United States within the meaning and 
spirit of tho Constitution. 

Tho United States no longer exists. Tho 
Union is dissolved. For a time after the 
withdrawal of the Southern States, and while 
thero was a hope the rupture might he heal- 
ed, it might, be assumed that the Union was 
not yet dissolved, and such was Ihe position I 
of Kentucky, in declaring her neutrality and | 
offering her medition between the contending 
parties. But time has now elapsed, and ] 
mighty events have occurred which banish 
from the minds of reasonable men all expec- | 
tation of restoring the Union. Coercion has ] 
been tried and has failed. The South has 
mustered in the field nearly as many combat- 
ants as the North, and has been far more vic- 
torious. The fields of Manassas and Bethel, 
of Springfield and Lexington, have marked 
with a terrible and sanguinary line the divi- 
sion between tho old order of things and the 
new. 

It is tho right of Kentucky and her pecu- 
liar duty to recognize these great facts and to 
act on them. The constitutional compact 
which created and upheld the old Union is at 
an end. A large number of the original and | 
additional parties have withdrawn from it ; 
so large a number that its stipulations can no | 
longer be executed, and under such circum- j 
stances no court has ever decided a contract | 
to be binding between the remaining parties, 
or attempted to enforce its execution. Tho j 
Constitution requires positively that each ! 
State shall have at least one representative in 
Congress, hut now twelve States have none; 
that each State shall have two Senators, but 
now twelve States have none; that all duties, 
imposts and excises shall be uniform through- 
out the United States ; but now in more than 
one-third of them none arc or can he collect- 
ed. Commerce cannot bo regulated between 
the respective States. Uniform rules of 
naturalization and bankruptcy cannot be 
adopted. Post-offices and post-roads, in near- | 
ly half the States have been given up, and a | 
preference is given to the ports of one State 
over those of another. Even tho election of a 
President has become impossible. The Con- 
stitution is mandatory on all the States to ap- 
point electors, and requires a majority of the 
latter to elect ; but more than one-third of 
the States refuse to appoint and hence no elec- 
tion can be made by’ the people. If tho elec- 
tion goes to the House of Representatives the 
Constitution requires that at least two-thirds 
of the States shall bo represented in that 
body. Tho Constitution can no longer he 
amended, for it requires three-fourths . of the 
States to concur, and more than one-third of 
the States have withdrawn from the Con- 
federacy. All the safeguards provided by the 
Slates in the instrument still further to secure 
public and personal liberty have been de- 
stroyed. The three departments of the Fed- 
eral Government which were carefully separ- 
ated and their boundaries defined, have been 
merged into one, and the President, sustained 
by a great army, wields unlimited power. 
The exemption of persons from arrest with- 
out judicial warrant, tho right of a citizen to 
have his body brought before a Judge to de- 
termine the legality of his imprisonment, the 
security provided against searches and seizure 
without warrant of law, tho sanctity of tho . 
home, thetrialby jury — the freedom of speech 
and of the press — these, and every other 
precious right which our fathers supposed 
they had locked up in tha Constitution, have 
been torn from it and buried beneath the heel 
of military power. The States made the 
Constitution, placed rigid boundaries around 
that Government, and expressly reserved to 
themselves all powers not delegated. Thev 
did not delegate to the Federal Government 
the power to destroy them — yet the creature 
has set itself above the creator. The atrocious 
doctrine is announced by the President and 
acted upon, that the States derive their power 
from the Federal Government, and may be 
suppressed on any pretence of military neces- 
sity. The gallant little State of Maryland 
has been utterly abolished. 

Missouri is engaged in a heroic struggle to 
preserve her existence, and to throw off tho 
horrors of martial law, proclaimed by a sub- 



ordinate military commander. Everywhere 
tlie .civil has given way to the military pow- j 
er. The fortresses of the country are filled I 
with victims seized without warrant of law, 
and ignorant of the cause of their imprison- i 
ment. The legislators of States, and other j 
public officers arc seized while in the dis- t 
charge of their official duties, taken beyond | 
the limits of their respective States and im- [ 
prisoned in the forts of the Federal Govern- | 
ment. A subservient Congress ratifies the 
usurpations of the President, and proceeds to 
complete the destruction of the Constitution. 
History will declare that the annals of legis- 
lation do not contain laws so infamous as 
those enacted at the last session. They sweep 
away every vestige of public and personal 
liberty, while they confiscate the property of 
a nation containing ten millions of people. In 
the House of Representatives it was declared 
that tiie South should he reduced to “abject 
submission,” or their institutions, be over- 
thrown. In the Senate, it was said that if 
necessary tho South should be depopulated, 
and repcopled from the North, and an emi- 
nent Senator expressed a desire that tiie Pres- 
ident should be made a dictator. This was 
superfluous, since they had already clothed 
him witli dictatorial powers. In the midst of | 
these proceedings no pica for the Constitution 
is listened to in the North; hero and there a 
few heroic voices are feebly heard protesting 
against the progress of despotism, but for the j 
most part beyond the military lines, mobs 
and anarchy rule the hour. The great mass | 
of the Northern people seem anxious to sur- j 
render every safeguard of freedom, they j 
eagerly offer to the Government what no I 
European monarch would dare to demand. 
The President and his Generals are unable to 1 
pick up the liberties of the people as rapidly ! 
as they are thrown at their feet. The world 
will view with amazement this sudden and j 
total overthrow of a Constitution which, if 
respected, might have been the boast and 
safeguard of the United States for many gen- 
erations. When the historian comes to in- 
vestigate the cause of this result, he will re- 
cord the fact that no department of the Fed- j 
oral Government lias ever exhibited a ease of 
aggression by tiie Southern States upon their 
Northern associates, and lie will trace the] 
dismemberment to the ignorance or disregard 
upon the part of the latter, of the true prinei- 1 
pies of a confederacy, to long continued and 
flagrant violations of the Constitution, to 
avarice, fanaticism, and genal corruption. 
Against all these usurpations I, protested in 
your name, in the presence of their authors, i 
and at the scat of their power. I protested ! 
in vain, and never again will I meet in cotin- ] 
cil with the usurpers. 

And now, fellow-citizens, I am sure you 
will pardon mo if I add a few words in refer- 
ence to the condition of our State and my own 
course. The Constitution of the United States 
has been destroyed, and by no net of Ken-, 
tucky. The powers she delegated in that in- 
strument to the Federal Government have 
reverted to her, and any oxereise of power 
over her by that Government without her 
consent is usurpation. In tho wreck of tho 
Federal system, she exists an independent 
Commonwealth, with the right to choose her 
own destiny. She may join the North. She 
may join the South. She may poise herself 
on her own centre and be neutral. In every 
form by which you could give direct expres- 
sion to your will, you declared for neutrality. 
A large majority of tiie people at the M ay 
and August elections voted for the neutrality 
and peace of Kentucky. The press, the pub- 
lic speakers, the candidates, with excep- 
tions in faver of the Government at Wash- 
ington, so rare as not to need mention, plant- 
ed themselves on this position. You voted 
for it, and you meant it. You were promised 
it, and you expected it. Tiie minority acqui- 
esced in good faith, and at home and abroad 
this was recognized ns the fixed position of 
the State. It was taken at the beginning of 
hostilities, and it is but reasonable to infer 
that every subsequent act of outrage by the 
Washington Government has confirmed your 
original purpose. Look now at the condition 
of Kentucky, and see how your expectations 
have been realized, how these promises have 
been redeemed! 

First, by tile aid of some citizens of the 
State, arms belonging to the whole people 
were illegally and secretly introduced by 
order of the President, and distributed to one 
class of our people upon the falso pretense 
that thqy needed them for protection againH 
their own fellow-citizens, This was the first 
violation. 

Next, Federal military officers began to re- 
cruit soldiers and establish eamps in our 
midst, and Federal money was lavishly ex- 
pended in the hope to demoralize and cor- 
rupt the people. A studied system of decep- 
tion was practiced as long as possible on the 
people. For a time it was denied that they 
were Federal camps, and it was sai4 that they 
were merely voluntary assemblies of Ken- 
tuckians for their own protection and that of 
the State. These monstrous falsehoods have 
since been fully exposed. This was the second 
violation. 

Previous to thtse events, the State was in 
a condition of tranquility and peace. No in- 
dications existed any where of internal dis- 
order. But now the people becoming alarmed 
at these proofs of a purpose to force Kentucky 
into tho war, began to assemble in great mass 
meetings and to demand loudly the' promised 
neutrality. The Washington Government, 
however, and its abettors in Kentucky, sup- 
posing their schemes to he ripe for execution, 
now resolved to have what they called “active 
loyalty.” About this time the Legislature 
met and the drama then moved rapidly on. 
The camps were avowed to be Federal camps. 
The guns which had been clandestinely and 
illegally introduced, were now called out to 
maintain “active loyalty." Federal officers 
began to swarm among us. Every appliance 
of corruption, every allurement of ambition 
was brought into play. Presently a Federal 
army was in possession of large portions of 
the State, and the conspiracy stood fully re- 
vealed, while the people, whose only error 
had been their generous credulity, stood 
thoroughly betrayed. It is known to citizens 
of Lexington, of all parties, that just before 
the meeting of the Legislature, a member of 
the Washington Cabinet, said to a prominent 
citizen of Kentucky, that the position of the 
State should not be maintained, that the Gov- 
ernment preferred hostility to neutrality, and 
that Kentucky must bo compelled to support 
the Federal Government in the war. Your 
wishes, fellow-citizens, have been spurned, 
and you have been thrown into this vortex 
by the Government at Washington, aided by 
their Kentucky sympathizers. 

The pretended reason for the military oc- 
cupation of the State, founded on tho occu- 
pation of Columbus by Confederate troops, is 
uncandid and false. For besides the fact that 
the invasion of Kentucky was a foregone con- 
clusion at Washington, and that camps of sol- 
diers were under arms in our midst to invado 
Tennessee, it is notorious that Gen. Grant left 
Cairo to seize Paducah before the occupation 
of Columbus, while in taking the latter place 
the Confederate troops anticipated the Feder- 
al troops bv less than an hon %. For further 
proof of the insincerity of tho false clamor 
about the invasion from Tennessee, the Con- 
federate commander announced to your au- 
thorities that he occupied Columbus purely, 
in self-defense, and stood ready any moment 
to withdraw simultaneously with the Federal 
forces. To say that the Washington Govern- 
ment had a right to invade tiie State, is to 
say that you had no right to be neutral, and 
to submit to the invasion from a power which 
has effaced every vestige of the Constitution, 
would he to bow your head in the dust and 
surrender to a simple despotism. 

It is not necessary to say much about the 1 
Legislature. A majority of them, instead of 
protecting the rights and persons of tho citi- | 



zens, have either voluntarily or under duress 
been engaged in sustaining the usurpations 
of the Federal Government in passing bills 
of pains and penalties to terrify a spirited 
people into servitude, in depriving the Gov- 
ernor of his just constitutional authority, and 
in abdicating their share of the Government 
by formally inviting a Federal military force- 
to take possession of the State, well knowing 
as they did that this military force would su- 
persede the State Government. Of that body 
nearly one fourth have retired because of the 
military occupation of the State and the seiz- 
ure, imprisonment, pursuit, and exile of many 
of the most eminent and patriotic citizens of 
the State by that military force. The voice 
of these members can no longer be heard in tiie 
councils of the State, nor their votes be taken. 
The Legislature is thus, to sav tiie least of it, 
a mutilated department of the State Govern- 
ment. It is true that there remains a suffi- 
cient number for a quorum, but are they free? 
For when the Federal Government takes mil- 
itary possession of a State, its Legislature 
must conform to the will of the military chief 
or be suppressed, as we have recently seen in 
the ca-e of Missouri, whose State Government 
was dispersed and martial law proclaimed; 
and still later, in ease of Maryland, where 
thirty-eight members of the Legislature were 
seized and imprisoned on the mere suspicion 
of intending to legislate at variance with the 
will of the military Government. Wo can- 
not, therefore, know that the public resolu- 
tions. or pretended laws of the two bodies, are 
tiie declarations of their actual will, because 
we have the strongest reason to believe that, 
if not in accordance with the will ofthc Gov- 
ernment at Washington, they would meet the 
fate of tho Legislatures of Missouri and Mary- 
land. On the other hand, we know that these 
resolutions and laws. are in conflict with their 
public pledges and with the expectations of 
tiie people. It is more charitable to believe 
that the members at Frankfort, or a majority 
of them, are actuated by a fear of military 
force, rather than by a perverse design to vio- 
late the will of their constituents and degrade 
the State to tho condition to which it is at- 
tempted to bring down Missouri jjnd Mary- 
land. If any thing were wanting to strength- 
en this view, it will be found in attendant 
events. The resolutions they adopted on the 
8tli September, sanctioning tho entrance of 
(ton. Anderson’s forces, were accompanied 
l>y one declaring that no person should be 
touched in his life, liberty, or property on ac- 
count of his political opinions. Yet on the 
very day I believe that these resolutions pass- 
ed, the agents of the Federal Government 
seized the printing establishment of the Lou- 
isville Courier, the only offense of whose pro- 
prietor was that he criticized with freedom the 
usurpations of the Government at Washing- 
ton. At the same time, and ever since, citi- 
zens of Kentucky have been imprisoned or 
compelled to fly from their homes and fami- 
lies, against whom there was no accusition but 
of holding opinions either unfriendly to Mr. 
Lincoln's government or friendly to neutral- 
ity. It is impossible to suppose that a free 
Kentucky Legislature, in view of rbcent pro- 
ceedings in other States, would have turned 
this State over to the possession of a Federal 
military force, or betrayed the people by 
throwing the State into the arms of Mr. Lin- 
coln, to be used for Southern subjugation, or 
consented to the suppression of the press, or 
suffered, without an outcry that would have 
pierced the skies, the indignities and outrages 
which have been inflicted upon the people by 
Federal soldiers. 

Fellow-citizens, you have to do now not 
with this fragment of a Legislature with its 
treason bills and tax bills, with its woful sub- 
serviency to every demand of the Federal 
despotism, and its woful neglect of every 
right of the Kentucky citizen ; but you have 
to deal with a power which respects neither 
constitutions nor laws, and which, if suc- 
cessful, will reduce you to the condition of 
prostrate and bleeding Maryland. Gen. An- 
derson, the military dictator of Kentucky, an- 
nounces in one of his proclamations that he 
will arrest no one who does not act, write, or 
speak in opposition to Sir. Lincoln's Govern- 
ment. It would have completed the idea if he 
had added, or think in opposition to it. Look 
at the condition of our State under the rule 
of our new protectors. They have suppress- 
ed the freedom of speech and of the press. 
They seize the people by military force upon 
mere suspicion, and impose on them oaths un- 
known to tho laws. Other citizens, they im- 
prison without warrant, and carry them out of 
the State so that the writ of habeas corpus 
can not reach them. Every day, foreign arm- 
ed hands are making seizures among the peo- 
ple. Hundreds of citizens, old and young, ven- 
erable magistrates, whose lives have been dis- 
tinguished by the love of tho people, have 
been compelled to fly from their homes and 
families to escape imprisonment and exile ;it 
the hands of Northern and German soldiers 
under the orders of Mr. Lincoln and his mil- 
itary subordinates. While yet holding an 
important political trust confided by Ken- 
tucky to me, I was compelled to leave mv 
home and family or suffer imprisonment and 
exile. If it is asked why I did not meet the 
arrest and seek a trial, my answer is, that I 
would have welcomed an arrest to be followed 
by a judge and jury; but you well know that 
I could not have secured these constitutional 
rights. I would have been transported be- 
yond the State, to languish in some Federal 
fortress during tho pleasure of tho oppressor. 
Witness the fate of Morehead and his Ken- 
tucky associates in their distant and gloomy 
prison. 

Tiie case of the gentleman just mentioned, 
is an example of many others, and it meets 
every element in a definition of despotism. 
If it should occur in England, it would be 
righted, or it would overturn the British Em- 
pire. He is a citizen and a native of Ken- 
tucky. As a member of the Legislature, 
Speaker of the House, Representative in Con- 
gress from the Ashland District, and Govern- 
or of tho State, you have known, trusted, and 
honored him, during a public service of a 
quarter of a century. He is eminent for his 
ability, his amiable character, and his blame- 
less life. Yet this man, without indictment, 
without warrant, without accusation, but by 
the order of President Lincoln, was seized at 
midnight, in his own house, and in the midst 
of his family, was led through the streets of 
Louisville, us I am informed, with his hands 
crossed and pinioned before him, was carried 
out of the State and district, and now lies a 
prisoner in a fortress in New York harbor, 
a thousand miles away. I)o you think that 
tiny free Legislature, ever assembled in Ken- 
tucky since the days of Charles Scott and 
Isaac Shelby, until now, would have permit- 
ted such a spectacle to dishonor the State? 
\'o! Fellow-citizens, tho Legislature could 
•lot have been free ! 

I would speak of these things with the sim- 
le solemnity which their magnitude demands, 
vet it is difficult to restrain the expression of 
i just indignation, while we smart under such 
uorrnities. Mr. Lincoln has thousands of 
oldierson our soil, nearly all from the North, 
nd most of them foreigners, whom he em- 
ploys as his instruments to do these things, 
lut few Kentuckians have enlisted under his 
tandard, for we are not yet accustomed to his 
.leculiar form of liberty. 

I will not pursue the disgraceful subject, 
las Kentucky passed out of the control of 
er own people ? Shall hirelings of the pen 
ecently imported from the North, sitting in 
i rand security at the Capital, force public 
pinion to approve these usurpations, and 
oint out victims? Shall Mr. Lincoln, 

■ hrough his German mercenaries, imprison or 
xile the children of the men who laid tho 
mndations of the Commonwealth, and corn- 
el our noble people to exhaust themselves in 
irnishing the money to destroy their own 
■eedom ? Never,- while Kentucky remains 
, he Kentucky of old — never, while thousands 



of her gallant sons have the will and the ] 
nerve to make tho State ring to the music of , 
their rifles I The Constitution of the United 
States, which these invaders unconstitution- I 
ally swear every citizen whom they unconsti- j 
tutionallv seize, to support, has been wholly 
abolished. It is as much forgotten as if it lay 
away back in the twilight of history. The 
facts 1 have enumerated show that the very 
rights most carefully reserved by it to States j 
and to individuals, have been most conspicuous- 
ly violated. And this destruction has been ac- 
complished, not by tho President alone, but 
by the Congress also, and with the approval 
of the Northern States and people. They 
have deliberately made the contest a conti- 
nental struggle between so many millions on 
one side and so many on the other — one party ■ 
fighting for subjugation, the other in self-de- ' 
funsc and for independence. "Whatever may 
he the future relations of the two confedera- 
cies, the idea of a restoration of the Union 
under the old Constitution, is wholly vision- 
ary and delusive. If the North should con- 
quer the South, (which it will perceive to be 
impossible, after a few hundred millions more 
shall be expended and a few hundred thousand 
lives lost,) the character of the Government 
would be radically changed. It would prob- 
ably not take the form even of a mixed gov- 
ernment, but would soon end in a military 
despotism. It must soon become apparent to 
ail thoughtful men that the best hope of con- 
stitutional liberty lies in the early recogni- 
tion of these great truths — in an honorable 
peace and friendly intercourse. 

You declared your purpose not to engage 
in the war to subdue the South, and that you 
would be neutral and mediate in the interests 
of peace when an opportunity should offer. 
This is the recorded will of the Slate as ex- 
pressed by tiie people. But those who as- 
sume to represent you have violated that will. 
They’ have attempted to burden you with 
enormous taxes to prosecute a war you abhor, 
and to sustain a government which has tram- 
pled under foot every safeguard of a Consti- 
tution which was the only bond of your poli- 
tical connection with it, while they have al- 
lowed that government to cut you off from the 
only avenues of trade which would enable 
you to pay these taxes. They have invited a 
military force of that government to take 
possession of the State, and practically super- 
sede the State Government, and they have 
seen, with complacency, these foreign soldiers 
seize, imprison, and pursue hundreds of your 
fellow-citizens — fugitives, without a crime — 
over the plains and mountains of Kentucky. 
In a word, they have attempted, without con- 
sulting you, and against your recorded wish- 
es, to place you in active hostility to your 
Southern brethren, and to fix your political 
destiny with the North. 

Whatever may be the condition or motives 
of the members at Frankfort, they have ex- 
ceeded their authority. No legislative as- 
sembly or other body, other than one elected 
by your sovereign voice for that purpose, has 
the right, in this great revolution, to deter- 
mine, finally, your political future. The peo- 
ple, although taken bj" surprise, and almost 
unarmed, have risen to vindicate their wishes 
and expel the Northern invaders. The 
eagerness with which their aid has been in- 
voked by those who have plunged the State 
into her present unhappy condition, is the 
strongest proof of their conviction that hut 
for the presence of these soldiers, the action 
of the members at Frankfort would be repu- 
diated by the people. When the Northern 
invaders shall be sent back across the Ohio 
river, when the State shall be relieved of all 
troops from abroad, and the people of Ken- 
tucky, by a free election, shall determine their 
destiny, it will be the clear duty of every cit- 
izen to acquiesce or to retire from the State. 

For those who, den ied by the Legislature the 
protection due to the humblest citizen, have 
been delivered over to the tender mercies of 
foreign mercenaries, and hunted like partridges 
on tiie mountains, what remains but imprison- 
ment. exile, or resistance? As one of them, I 
intend to resist. I will avoid conflict -with 
Kentuckians, exeeptin necessary self-defense, 
but I wtll unite with my fellow-citizens to re- 
sist the invaders who have driven us from our 
homes. To this course we are impelled by 
the highest sense of duty and the irresistible 
instincts of manhood. Todqfend your birth- 
right and mine, which is more precious than 
domestic ease, or property, or life, I exchange, 
with proud satisfaction, a term of six years in 
the Senate of the United States, for the mus- 
ket of a soldier. 

This letter is written at the first moment 
; since my expulsion from home, that I could 
place my feet upon the soil of Kentucky. I 
have not been abletoseeor communicate with 
my friend and colleague, Gov. Powell, nor do 
I know what course he will think it proper to 
take. But this you and I know — that his con- 
duct will be controlled by pure motives.

“ Now we have a Chaplain. He is of no j 
use to me.

] August 4, he arrived. In the afternoon he j 
! was presented to us. Then Lieutenant-Colo- 
| nel Sondershoff advanced and addressed us as 
j follows: ‘Soldiers of the Ninth Ohio Volun- 
t tecr Regiment — I have the honor of present- 
ing to you a regimental priest, (Pfaff, an ap- 
probious substitute for priest, in German,) 
j who is to have the care of our souls in future. 

He has also brought a gun with him for a 
j case of necessity, and I hope you will like 
him. ’ Then the presented Chaplain took 
the word and delivered the following inaugu- 
ral : 

“‘Comrades, I have the honor of being 
proposed to you by Colonel McCook, blit 
more especially by Major "VVillich, to take 
care of your souls in the future. 1 presume 
that I have to do with men who have long 
ago dismissed that humbug, religion. "With 
Bible in hand, with hymn-book and fabulous 
prayer, I shall never come to you. My god 
(Hcrrgott) is liberty. My salvation is good 
eating and drinking; my consolation is that 
which futurity promises. When the drum ( 
rolls for the tumult of battle, you will not 
see me shuffling on my knees and praying i 
behind a rotten stump like a “pfaff. ” I 
have brought with me a gun, and will then 
assist in shooting. 

“ ‘ Comrades, if any of you have sorrow of 
heart, if any want consolation, let him come 
to me. 1 will impart to him consolation and 
relief ; but nothing from the so-called word 
of God, nothing from the Herrgott, but 
j from tiie history of former times. I am a 
man on whom you can rely. My spirit is 
perfectly developed; I have light and enlight- 
j enment. ' 

“ This was followed by three hurrahs 
and a lively swinging of hats by the regi- 
ment. "

Adjutant-General Thomas’ Report of Affairs in j 
Kentucky — 200,000 Men Wantod. 

Tiie New York Tribune of October 30th j 
devotes one of its broad pages to the official | 
report of Adjutant-General Thomas, who 
accompanied Secretary Cameron in his jour- 
ney of inspection to the Departments of Mis- ; 
souri and Kentucky. Here is what he says 
of Kentucky: 

“Wo left Indianapolis October lGtli, for 
Louisville, Ky., where we arrived at 12.) ] 
o'clock P. M., and had an interview with 
General Sherman, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Cumberland. He gave a gloomy 
picture of aff airs in Kentucky, stating that the 
young men were generally secessionists, and 
had joined the Confederates, while the Union 
men, the aged and conservatives, would not 
enroll themselves to engage in conflict with 
their relatives on the other side. But few 
regiments could be raised. He said that 
Buckner was in advance of Green River with 
a heavy force on the road to Louisville, and 
an attack might be daily expected, which, 
with the force he h: d, lie would not be able 
to resist ; but never helcss he would fight 
them. He, as well as citizens of the State, 
said thi-t the borler Stat s of Kcntu l;y must 
furnish the troops to drive the rebels from the 
State. His force then consisted of 10,000 
troops in advance of Louisville, in camp at 
Nolin River, and on tha Louisville ard Nash- 
ville Railroad at various points ; at Camp 
Dick Robinson, or acting in conjunction with 
General Thomas, 0,000; and two regiments 
at Henderson, on the Ohio, at the mouth of 
Green River, (see paper No. 14.) O i being 
asked the question, what force he deemed neces- 
sary, he promptly replied two hundred thous- 
and men. Thus conversation cccurrd in the 
presence of Ex-Secretary Guthrie and General 
Woods. The Secretary of War replied that 
the Kentuckians would not in anv number 
take up arms to operate against the rebels. 
But he thought General Sherman overes- 
timated tho number and power of the rebel 
forces; that the Government would furnish 
troops to Kentucky to accomplish the work ; 
but that he (the Secretary) was tired of de- 
fensive war, and that the troops must assume 
tho offensive and carry the war to the fire- 
sides of tbejenerny : that the season for opera- 
tions in Western Virginia was about over, 
and that he would take the troops from there 
and send them to Kentucky, but lie begged j 
of General Sherman to assume the offensive 
and to keep tho rebels hereafter on the defen- 
sive. The Secretary desired that the Cum- 
berland Ford and Gap should be seized, and 
the East Tennessee nnd Virginia Ilailroad 
taken possession of, and the artery that sup- 
plied the rebellion cut straight off. 

“ Complaint was made of the want of arms, 
and on the question being asked, what be- 
came of tho arms we sent 'to Kentucky? we 
were informed by General Sherman that they 
had passed into the. hands of the Home 
Guards and could not be recovered; that 
many were already in the hands of the rebels ; 
and others refused to surrender those in their j 
possession, alleging the desire to use them in i 
defense of their individual homes if invaded, j 
In the hands of individuals, and scattered over ! 
the State, these arms are lost to the army in ; 
Kentucky. ” 



Trouble at Boonville. 



We hear from Boonville that an unfor- | 
tunato state of affairs exists there, between 
the Home Guards and Capt. Powell, United 
States Army, and Quartermaster. On Satur- | 
day last, information having been received 
by Capt. Powell, that Capt. Epstein had been 
making improper use of the Commissary's | 
stores eritrusted to him for the use of his com- | 
mand, by selling them to merchants and 
others, he determined upon his arrest, and I 
the order was executed. Capt. Epstein was 
taken to Capt. Powell's quarters. On Sun- 
day morning Capt. Powell resolved uponjin 
examination of tho quarters occupied by Capt. 
Epstein, with a view to ascertain tiie amount 
of tho depredations, if any, upon the United 
States stores, and for that purpose marched 
with ten men to the hall where they were 
stationed. On arriving there he found one 
hundred and fifty of the Home Guards drawn 
up to receive him. Thero was a good deal of 
excitement among them, a meeting having 
been held in the morning, and a resolution 
passed to rescue Capt. Epstein. Capt. Pow- 
ell advanced to the gate and demanded ad- 
mission. Capt. Keiser was in command of 
the Home Guard, about one hundred and fifty 
in number, nnd had ordered them to load their 
muskets. After some colloquy between the 
two officers, Capt. Keiser ordered his men to 
fire on Capt. Powell, and ‘thirty or forty did 
fire, but miraculous as it may seem, not one 
of the balls inflicted any injury upon him — 
one grazed his head, and others passed through 
his clothing. Capt. Powell used his sword in 
throwing aside the muskets leveled at him 
by those directly in front, and to their close- 
ness to each other he is indebted for his life. 
Two or three of the Federal troops were 
wounded by the firing of the Home Guards. 
Capt. Powell’s guard, seeing the folly of con- 
tending with such unequal odds, retreated, 
and he returned to his quarters. It is proper 
to remark, that Capt. Epstein denies utterly 
the charges against him, while the other par- 
ty professes his ability to substantiate them. 
The whole matter, as well with regard to a 
question of rank pending between them, as 
to the difficulties to which we have referred, 
has been submitted to headquarters.

The Strength of Manassas. 

The Louisville Journal has tho following 
in reference to this stronghold of rebellion : 

To attack the Confederates forces at Manas- 
sas with a vast army of even the best troops 
in the world would be a mighty undertaking. 
The Richmond papers boast that, in that 
stronghold, a hundred men can successfully 
resist and repel a thousand. Perhaps they 
could if the attack were as rash and precipi- 
tate ns some of our Eastern civilians evidently 
think that it ought to be. The greatest 
Southern Generals and civil engineers selected 
Manassas as the strongest position by nature 
in Virginia, and such it undoubtedly was. 
For six months they have, with all possible 
resources at their command, been adding to 
its natural strength by all the modes of forti- 
fication known to military science. From 
the two thousand heavy cannon, many of 
them of monstrous size, seized by the Con- 
federates in the Gosport Navv-Yard, and 
from tho many hundreds of columbiads and 
guns of all calibres manufactured at the 
Tredegar Works in Richmond, they have re- 
ceived just as many and just such pieces of 
artillery as they could plant to advantage. ] 
If they’ wanted fifteen hundred pieces of 
heavy artillery to be placed in a hundred bat- | 
terics, they have laid them and placed them ac- 
cording to their pleasure. At several points 
of necessary approach to their main positions, 
they have placed mines of gunpowder to be 
sprung at any moment and carry horrible 
slaughter among their assailants. These are 
facts, and, although thoughtless editors, writ- 
ing to create a sensation, may ignore them, 
the commanders of our armies will scarcely 
do so. 

We have confidence, strong confidence, 
that, in spite of all obstacles, however tre- ‘ 
mendotis they may be, Gen. McClellan will j 
accomplish the great purpose for which he 
stands at the head of the mightiest army in 
the world, but he must accomplish it, if at all, 
in bis own time and way. The cry of “On to j 
Manassas,” like the former cry of “On to 
Richmond,” is little better than theory “Hur- 
rah for JetT. Davis.”

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to-wit: 

An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the State, anil for other purposes. 

§ 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of tho 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officersduly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

6 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by bis orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive ill advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

(/ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, ns provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
thifi act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Prodded, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill , 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That eacli horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
iu case his horse is killed hv the enemy, lie shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and filly dollars. 

$ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, wlten so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

t) 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion tiie officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, nnd 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to tiie Governor the names 
of tiie officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled “An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia,” ap- 
proved March 5, 1860 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspecior General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall beofficered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

0 II. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor’s objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, nnd is 
therefore the law of tho land. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to nil the requirements of said above recited 
act.
